T hose who are so 

touchy about the use of stool 
pigeons by that branch of the public 
service which administers the liquor 
law should be interested lo learn 
the latest expedient Scotland Yard 
has employed at the request of the 
Home Secretary. Sir William Joyn- 
son Hicks. 

It has been the policy of the 
"Yard" for some months past to 
send "special operatives," often 
"hangervon with gentlemanly bear¬ 
ing and a capacity to wear dress 
clothes as they should be worn." to 
some of the more prominent London 
dance clubs to “spy out the land" 
and note the conditions in general— 
but with special reference to the sale 
of liquor after bofirs. Each of these 
opwilives usually knows somebody 
who is on the membership roster and 
he either becomes a member himself 
or obtains the privileges of the 
club for an evening, a week, or a 
month, as the case may be. .
